The poverty of our greatest authors is not un. 
frequently spoken of by some as though they 
considered it the almost unavoidable concomitant 
of a great genios. They suppose that to be learn. 
ed we must be poor, and that whoever serks to 
acquire the honour aad reputation of a great scho- 
lar, must consign himself te misery and want. — 
But | am rather inclined to beleewe that the acqui- 
sition of knowledge is not so much the dissipation 
of wealth, as the absence of weakh is necessary 
for the acquirement of knowledge. hh has been 
said by one who well km © the labours of study, 
that “unless the mind be impelled by some impe- 
rious necessity it will seldom exert its powers 
even to obtain its fondest emhes,”"—and if we cx- 
amine into the lives of those whe have been most 
distinguished for their scientific attainments, it 
will generally be found that they have arisen from 
a lowly and hun.ble condemn. Kk was not their 
eager thirst for praise, aot the desire of being use- 
ful that alone excited them to action; but, as one 
very candidly confesses, “they were driven on by 
the fear of evil, rather than attracted by the pros- 
pect of good.” 

The mind of man is paturaliy roving and uanset- 
tled. Active in creating Us own native fancies 
and pursuing them through the wide regions of 
imagination. Hence the greatest ctertion is re- 
quired to being it within subjection, and 
bind it down to these subjects te which it is na- 
turally averse. And the more @ has been allowed 
to range at its own will, the more in has been sut- 
fered to indulge im the gratification ancl amuse- 
ments afforded by wealth, the more averse it be- 
comes to the tedieus apphcation that is necessary 
to -be given to the principals of scicnce. While 
the man of letters is sperdigg the youeger and 
more vigorous part of hes life m the sectusion of 
study, the man of wealth «= emjoying all the case 
and luxury of life Ole sits cathroned amid the 
dszzling profusion of gr ~ from which be 
looks down open the admuimg muhinude The 
student long labours im ebscuray, and when he 
comes forth among men, to a great proportion he 
must still remain unknown The wealthy man is 
seen. known and admired by all, but the learned 
understood aaly by the few. What wonder, then, 
if learning should floarsh most among the poorer 
class! or, rather. what wonder if the wealthy are 
not willing to gwe up the case and happiness 
wealth affords tor the more uncertaim attainments 
of knowledge 

ht is known to many of your readers, that une 
of the best productions our Laaguace affords, and 
which Dr. Young justly cails “a mass of sense,” 
was written to defray the funeral capences of the 
author's mother, many m<ances of the kind 
may be cited to show that mecessaty is the princi. 
pal inducement to application. hk has been sad 
by some that the learned authors were anxious to 
point out the disadvantages of wealth, and the 
dangerous circumstances attending its possession, 
mercly because they were deprived of the com. 
forts it procures. Be thes as @ may, my present 
purpose is only to consider whether i 1 not very 
apt to retard, if not utterly mmpede the progress 
ot students, by engaging thew Ume and attention 
in the more pleasing and less advantageous pur- 
suit of objects, which it comtimually presenis to al- 
lure them from the direct road of knowledge. — 
This road has always been represented by its tra- 
vellers as steep and difficult; yet many sct out 
wiih hghbt hopes and ambsteous wiews, without 
considering the difficulues they must encounter 
and the continual labours they must ecodure — 
They take a wide survey of the fieid of scr nce, 
and vainly hope, at one effort, to grasp its beau- 
ties and its treasures) But before they have pro. 
ceeded far this delusion vanshes, and but a few 
are found bold enough to withstand the shock «f 
disappointment. They are these to whom fortune 
displays none of her gifts; for whom case spreads 
no couch; for whom luxury has wothmg to bx 
stow, and within whose ears the siren voice of 
pleasure has never sounded.

We have therefore 
good reason to believe that the disease will 
wholly diappear within a few days.
